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An other Dog, that Had the Nerves of ttie IPar vagntH: 
only tyed, lived lo Days; He vomited frequently, and 
would not eat unlefs clandeftinely: He breathed with 
Sighs, and was very faint. 

A Dog, that had the Trunk of the Aorta defccndcfn 
tyed hard a little above the Diaphragme, immediately 
loft the ufe of his hind Legs^j for when he ftood on his 
fore Legs, he would draw after him his hinder Legs, as 
if they had been dead : He grew weaker by degrees, 
and dyed in five Hours.

Had no fooner received your*laft, but was forced 
to retire in a hurry ro the Mountainous Parts of this 
County, in order to copy out a large Wetfn MS. which 
the Owner was not willing ro fpare above two or three 
Days, £ind that in his Neighbourhood. It was writ on 
Vellom^ about joo Years fince ; and contained a Col' 
leftion of nioft of the oideft Writers mendoned by Ur. 
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Ddvkf at the end of thelfe//S Diaionary : So I thought 
it better trefpaffing on the Gentleman s patience that 
lent it, than lofe fudi an Opportunity as perhaps will 
not occur again in my Travels. This is the occafion of

I km Mr* Ray an Account of fome Plants we met 
with, with three or four Figures, which perhaps yoa 
have feen. We have fince found two or three others, 
which I had never met with before; mz. t. Lyfmachu 
Cbamsmrlon diBa Atpina C.B. Pradn 2. BifaUum mim^ 
mum. 3. Sal am folia Circ£a Alpina €. B* 4. Mr* RajH Jl* 
fine f pur i a pnfilU repens faliis Sakifrag£ aure£. We found 
indeed the Firft alio laft Year at Hyfml^ one of tlie Hills 
of Smmdon 5 and I had formerly fent Mr. Ray a dried 
Leaf. Dr. Richardfott brought it home with him laft 
Year 3 and it flowring fince in his Garden^ he is fully 
fatisfy'd it is diftind from the Common French Wil- 
Iow*Herb. 

In a fteep Rock called Craig y park^ and others in the 
Parifh of TJIrad Dyvodogy we obferved divers Veins of 
Coalj, expofed to fight as naked as the Rock 5 and found 
a Flint Axe, fomewhac like thofe ufed by the Ameri^ 
cans^ 

At Goldcliffm Moftmouthpnre we had fome variety of 
form'd Stones : But what pleafed me moft was an AfierUdy 
or Column Star-Scone, befet with Sprigs the whole 
kosrh of itj ilfuina from the CommiiTures of the 

Placet. 

Tnis Courity abounds with Enmchi^ one whereof^ I 
faw in a Rock at the lile of Barry, above 15 Inches in 
feogth 5 and an other about 10 Inches long,. but as thick 
as a Gane. We took their Bigutes and Dimenfion^j bu| 
tmM ff« gtt off the Stones without breaking. 

At Kur fhilj Csftle the Peopk (hewed us an InfciJp- 
tion (as they fuppafed) on one. o£ the Steps of the 

Xowcr-, 
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Towet^ a Copy whereof I here fend yoii* I muft con* 
ieis I am noc fully fatisfied whether it were ever de- 
iigned for reading, or for fome kind of Antique Orna- 
ment 5 but rather indine to the latter. The Stone was 
not defigned for a Step, there being none of the fame 
kind in the whole Stair-Gafe. The Marks were moftly 
worn out by treading} and it is poiSble they might be 
once more uniforri) 5 and fome few Miftakes may have 
happened in the copying ic as it is. I huve £mt the 
Stone to the Mufenm at Oxford *y where the Curicos may 
be fatisfied. Were it the old Cehk Character, which 
Cf/^r fays was like the Greek,^ 'twere a nobie Difcovery : 
But I fear our Anceftors (if ever they had any Writing) 
have left us none upon Stones. 

I alfo copied the Mafons Marks on fome Stones there 5 
whereby perhaps fome Perfons curious in Architedure 
may judge whether it has been a Roman or later Briti^ 
Building : I fay Roman or Britijh^ becaufe the Saxons 
and Danes never fettled here 3 and it is older than the 
Norman Gonqueft.^ 

We have colleded what Infeds occur^d this Summer-^ 
efpecially the Butterflies ^ but we are ignorant of the 
means of preferving them well in our Travels. I (hall 
take all the Care I can of the Zoophytes this Winter in 
Tembrokejhire and Cardigan/hire ^ but as yet we have me£
